It 
will 
withstand 
heavy 
pressure lf applied evenly and with 
out shock. It can readily be seen that 
drilling through seamy rock may be 
come quite unfavorable. 
If there ii 
much quartz present the abrasion may 
become 
excessive. 
Under 
ordinary 
conditions, however, the wear on thi 
diamonds, while considerable, Is by 
no means prohibitive.—Cassier’s Mag 
azine.
